Two prizes shall ordinarily be awarded every year. Each prize shall consist of a 
gold medal of the value of Rs, 150 and a sum of Rs. 350 in cash. One prize shall be 
awarded for research in Arts subjects and another for research in Science subjects, 

The prizes will be open to all persons who have at any time been admitted to a degree 
in this University. ° 

The theses for the above prizes for 1928 are to be sent privately to the undersigned 
not later than the 30th June 1927. Every thesis must bear a motto, but not the name of 
the cundidate, und must be accompanied by sealed envelope bearing the same motto 
outside and contuiping inside the name and address of the candidate, 

Kvery candidate shall indicate, generally in a preface to his thesis and specially in 
notes, the sources from which his information is taken, the extent to which he has availed 
himself of the work of others, and the portions of the thesis which he claims as original ; 
he shall further state whether his research has been conducted independently, under 
advice, or in co-operation with others and in what respects his investigations appear ‘to 
~ to tend to the advancement of knowledge.
